The Summer Olympics are the No. 1 hor¬ 
ror story, a two-week long athletic spectacle 
held every four years that sucks billions of 
dollars out of public treasuries. 

The Pan Am Games and Commonwealth 
Games operate on a much lesser scale, 
but they, too, cost a fortune and are major 
money-losers. 

Promoters of these events, regardless of 
their size, all sing from the same songbook. 

The competition will have a significant 
impact on the local economy, attract boat¬ 
loads of tourists, enhance the host munic¬ 
ipality's profile and leave behind new or 
improved municipal infrastructure and ath¬ 
letics facilities that will benefit generations to 

Hey, it's the least one should expect from 
spending a fortune, right? 

Then there are, by comparison, the bar¬ 
gain-basement events. Such as the Canada 
Summer Games. 

They come with a much lower-profile and 


It's the latter feature that makes Niagara 
taxpayer support for hosting the 2021 Games 
a reasonable gamble. 

St Catharines city council agreed this week 
to put its money where its mouth is by com¬ 
mitting — provided Niagara's bid is success¬ 
ful — $1.28 million over a four-year period to 
its hosting responsibilities. 

This isn't chicken feed. But in most cases, 
the money is matched by the Canada Games 
organization and the investments will lead to 
improved recreational infrastructure in the 

And here's the most encouraging part of 
the bid: no one is suggesting new facilities are 
required. 

Existing venues should suffice. They 
include George Taylor Field (former home 
of St. Catharines Stampers) for baseball; 
Kiwanis Field for soccer; Meridian Centre 
for basketball; Niagara Olympic Track (West 


Kudos to Niagara's game bid committee 
for taking advantage of what Niagara already 

has to offer Mind you, there are a few caveats 
to this praise. 

If the Olympics, Commonwealth or Pan 
Am games can be used as a gauge, what an 
organization promises in order to win the bid 
and what it actually implements can be two 
different things. 

Costs also have a tendency to rise. 

Lastly, there is the possibility a new out¬ 
door stadium of sorts would be built on Brock 
University's southern lands to host the track 
and field events rather simply upgrading the 
grounds at West Park. 

At various points in the process, the bid 
committee has talked about this outdoor sta¬ 
dium as a showpiece venue, one that would 
seat 3,500 spectators with the capability of 
accommodating additional temporary seat¬ 
ing. 

The building of an 8,000-seat stadium at 
Western University was a key selling point for 
London being awarded the Canada Summer 
Games in 2001. 

Mind you, Western has a long-established, 
successful football team that uses the sta¬ 
dium. Brock has managed without football 
for more than 50 years. 

Developing such a facility for a one-off 
event like the Summer Games seems bonk¬ 
ers. Seriously, folks, what sports team or any 
other organization in Niagara is in dire need 
of a 3,500-seat facility to host their activities 
on a regular basis? 

Then again, if Brock gets sold on the idea of 
going halfsies on the building of an outdoor 
stadium, it's on their dime, not ours. 

The bid committee has done a good job 
promoting Niagara's existing recreational 
infrastructure for the Games. 

Whether those in charge of awarding the 
Games also place value on this common- 
sense, somewhat taxpayer-friendly approach 
remains to be seen.
